Aspull  Urban  District  is  situated  some  three  miles  north-east  of 
Wigan  and  seven  miles  west  of  Bolton.  The  north-western  portion 
of  the  area  reaches  to  the  greatest  height  above  sea  level  (525  ft.)  and 
from  this  point  an  uninterrupted  view  of  the  countryside  for  miles 
around  may  be  obtained. 

The  present  Urban  District  Council  consisting  of  nine  members 
governs  the  district,  which  is  divided  into  three  Wards.  The  Council, 
together  with  the  Councils  of  the  neighbouring  Urban  Districts  of 
Hindley  and  Westhoughton,  administer  Borsdane  Wood,  through  which 
runs  the  brook  forming  one  of  the  natural  boundaries  of  the  Urban 
District. 

The  main  industries  are  baking,  weaving,  tile  manufacturing  and 
agriculture.  Several  other  smaller  factories  operate  within  the  area.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OB'  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Bolton  Corporation  is  the  statutory  water  undertaker  for  the 
Urban  District,  although  certain  functions  are  carried  out  within  the 
area  by  the  Makerfield  Water  Board. 

There  are  three  sources  of  supply  to  the  district. 

The  north-western  portion  of  the  district,  that  is  the  area  adjacent 
to  Butchcrfield  Row  and  part  of  Haigli  Road,  is  supplied  from  Wilders- 
wood  Reservoir  at  Blaekrod.  This  supply  is  pumped  to  Aspull  by  the 
Makerfield  Water  Board. 

Properties  at  Pennington  Green  and  Hall  Lane  derive  their  supply 
of  water  from  the  reservoir  at  Rivington  via  the  Liverpool  aqueduct. 

The  remaining  parts  of  the  district  receive  the  Thirlmere  supply 
provided  by  Bolton  Corporation. 

All  premises  within  Aspull  receive  a piped  supply  from  the  public 
mains.  During  the  year  46  new  dwellings  were  connected  to  the  public 
supply. 

The  water  is  soft  upland  surface  water  and  laboratory  reports 
indicate  that  it  is  fit  for  drinking  and  all  domestic  purposes.

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VERMINOUS  PREMISES 


During  the  year  13  houses  were  treated  for  cockroaches,  bugs, 
flies,  ants  or  silverfish. 

The  hawthorn  hedges  on  the  Hilton  Council  Estate  have  again  been 
treated  with  Trichlorphon  (Dipterex  80)  because  of  infestation  of  the 
Small  Ermine  Moth  (Yponeomeuta  Padella). 

The  infestation  was  not  as  severe  as  the  previous  year  but  it  may  be 
necessary  to  continue  treatment  in  1970. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

One  man  is  employed  part-time  on  rodent  control  work. 

During  the  year  107  visits  were  made  to  premises  in  this  connection, 
dealing  with  70  infestations  of  rats  and  35  infestations  of  mice.  This  shows 
a decrease  of  32  infestations  on  the  previous  year. 

The  annual  sewer  treatment  carried  out  in  August  in  which  119 
manholes  were  treated  showed  no  complete  takes  and  only  3 partial  lakes. 

The  follow  up  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year  showed  no  takes.

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SCHOOLS 


Schools  are  visited  periodically  in  connection  with  food  hygiene, 
washing  facilities  and  sanitary  accommodation. 

Attempts  have  been  made  to  see  that  suitable  facilities  are  available 
in  all  our  schools  but  unfortunately  without  success. 

Whilst  one  fully  appreciates  the  financial  difficulties  involved,  surely 
such  things  as  sanitary  accommodation  which  does  not  freeze  up  in  winter 
and  equipment  to  sterilise  crockery  and  cutlery  used  by  children  ought 
to  have  been  provided  hv  the  year  1969. 


HOUSING 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  Housing  Waiting  list  at  31st 
December,  1969,  was  116.  In  addition  to  this  30  Council  house  tenants 
have  submitted  a request  for  an  exchange  of  houses. 

9 tenancies  were  granted  in  the  current  year  and  20  exchange  of 
houses  were  arranged  for  existing  tenants. 

The  building  of  Council  houses  has  started  at  last  in  Top  Lock.  This 
is  the  result  of  some  years  of  effort  which  will  t ransform  an  accumulation 
of  169  substandard  unfit  houses  into  an  area  in  which  people  will  be 
able  to  live  in  comfort.  The  11  acre  scheme,  when  completed,  will  consist 
of  approximately  1 79  houses  and  flats. 

The  flats  will  be  heated  by  either  gas  or  electric  warm  air  and  the 
houses  with  solid  fuel  to  the  Parker  Morris  Standard. 

4 Clearance  Areas  were  declared  in  the  Top  Lock  area  which  involved 
63  houses  and  149  persons. 

The  Wigan  Koad  (No.  5)  Clearance  Area  was  also  declared  which 
will  result  in  the  demolition  of  16  houses  and  the  displacement  of  25  per- 
sons. 

5 Individual  Unfit  houses  were  demolished  and  one  house  Closed 
which  involved  the  displacement  of  11  persons. 

Work  has  commenced  on  the  building  of  12  one  bedroom  flats  at 
Crawford  Close  which  will  be  heated  by  gas  warm  air. 

Work  has  also  commenced  on  the  building  of  5 handicapped  persons 
flats  which  have  5 three  bedroom  flats  above.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


A weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  been  maintained  during  the  year 
with  the  exception  of  the  July  and  September  holiday  M eeks. 


More  plastic  bins  have  been  purchased  for  containing  paper  sacks. 
At  the  31st  December,  1969  there  are  approximately  1,687  householders 
using  the  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  disposal.  This  means  that  67%  of 
our  domestic  refuse  is  collected  in  paper  sacks. 


Our  Refuse  Collection  Productivity  Agreement  was  implemented 
on  the  1st  January,  1969,  which  meant  a reduction  in  the  number  of 
refuse  loaders  from  5 to  3 in  return  for  the  payment  of  a bonus  of  £2  16s.  Od. 
per  week. 

The  weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  and  due  to  the  increase 
in  the  use  of  paper  sacks,  the  refuse  team  has  been  on  a 4 day  week 
since  the  end  of  July  week  since  the  end  of  July. 


It  is  hoped  that  by  1971  all  domestic  premises  will  he  using  the  sack 
method  of  refuse  disposal. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  since  the  Productivity  Agreement  came 
into  operation  12  months  ago  we  have  received  22  complaints  against  the 
refuse  collection  service  only  12  of  which  were  justified. 


The  collection  of  household  furniture  and  other  unwanted  articles 
takes  up  quite  a lot  of  time  but  the  54  collections  made  are,  I feel,  well 
worthwhile  as  the  majority  of  these  articles  would  be  indiscriminately 
tipped  on  convenient  land  or  at  the  roadside  thus  dispoiling  our  commu- 
nity. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


MILK  SUPPLY 

Lancashire  County  Council  are  the  responsible  Authority  for  issuing 
milk  licenses. 


No  Ministry  investigation  by  the  Divisional  Inspector  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  was  found  necessary  during 
the  year  as  a result  of  tuberculous  milk. 

One  sample  of  milk  examined  for  Brucellosis  gave  a positive  result 
on  the  Milk  Ring  Test. 

The  farmer  was  informed  and  the  animal  slaughtered. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS.
